Here the president and his party 


were greeted 
by Governor Heard; 


Mayor Capdeville, Senators McKnery 
and Foster, the entire Louisiana con- 
gressional delegation, the city council 
and representatives of the various com- 
mercial exchanges.

CHECKS IN WASTE PIPE 


Lead to Arrest of Arlington's 


Assistant Town Clerk 


SAD SEEN UtfPEE SUSPICION 


Of Knowing Something of the Wftcre- 


abouts of Books Which Disappeared 
During a Fire In Town Hall— Theory 
1'hat They Were Not Destroyed 


Arlington, Mass.. Way 2.—There was 


an undercurrent of feeling in Arlington 
yesterday that the authorities bad dis- 
covered some important clew concern- 
ing the books taken from the vault in 
the treasurer's office, and that there 
would be an arrest soon. 
This vra.s 


borne out late in the afternoon, when 
Roland .Swan, assistant to the town 
cleric, was arrested on suspicion of be- 
ing connected with the disappea ranee 
of funds of ti!>e town, as the result of 
an imestigation that has been in pro- 
gress for the past few clays. 
He had 


been under suspicion since Tuesday 
noou. 


Swan will be taken to the Cambridge 


police court, but the selectmen and po- 
lice will not give out any information 
as to what charge the prisoner will be 
arraigned on. 


Swan lias lived with his sister, Mrs. 


Knight, in a double house on Water 
street, and it was learned by the police 
that the tenants in the other part of the 
house had complained lately that the 
water backed up i". the aewage pipes. 
Upon investigation a plumber found 
that 
tlie 
Y-shaped 
sewage 
pipe, 


vnth which the pipes from each side of 
the house were connected, clogged with 
pieces of paper, and when these were 
examined it was found that they in- 
cluded pieces of cheeks and some whole 
checks. 
Among them was one check 


for §35, drawn on the First National 
bank of Kockland, Mass., and another 
tor $53 drawn on the Arlington National 
bank, both in favor of the town. These 
discoveries immediately directed sus- 
picion to Swan. 


The town officials worked all day on 


the accounts in the treasurer's office, 
but they stated last night that they 
were unable to say how long it would 
take to straighten out the tangle, 
it 


is understood that Swan was not under 
bonds. 
The town treasurer is under 


150,000 bonds, and is believed to be re- 
sponsible financially for Swan in his 
work for the town. 


It was learned yesterday that the 


money deposited by the town in the 
Faneuil Hall National baak is not miss- 
ing, but that a large amount, in the 
neighborhood of £4000, is missing; from 
the Arlington National bank. 


There is an expression of opinion by 


those directly interested in the town's 
affairs that the missing bocks hare not 
been destroyed, and this statement has 
caused considerable comment, as the 
theory hitherto held was that the books 
were burned m the fire at the town hall. 


Experts from Boston electrical com- 


panies were here testing and examining 
the wires which run over the roof of 
the town hall, with a view to ascertain- 
ing whether or not they could have 
caused the Ore. All their experiments 
tended to show that there was no defect 
in the wiring system, and that the fire 
could not bave originated from thai 
source.

BEEF TOTTED. 


Tnko three pounds of lean beef, stilt 


It two or three (lays wkh h:.!f n pound 
of salt liiid hair an ounce of saltpetie, 
divide it into pieces of a pound enc-li 
and 'jti it into an earthen pau just mif- 
ficicuT to contain it; pour in hull' a phi! 
of water, cuver it clc.se with pa-ste aud 
set it in n slow oven for four Ituurs. 
\Yht-u taken rrom the oven pour tht- 
gnivy i'r*m it into a bsihin, shied th* 
meat line, navisteu it with the praty 
poured from tlia rafut. and pound it 
thoroughly in a marble mortar with 
fresh butter, uutil it becomes n line 
paste, season it with black pepper nud 
allspice, or cloves pounded, or nutmeg 
grate^; put it in pots, press it down as 
clos^ UK possible, put a weight oil it and 
let it stand all uight; next day, svinn 
quite cold, cover it a quarter of an in^n 
thit-k with clarified butter, and tie it 
over with paper.

pepper anil salt, mixed, into the body, or 
fill with mushed potatoes, seasoned with 
a bit of butter, pepper, and salt, and 
n.oistenefl with usilk; cut oft" the pinions .

ward, sticking the bill between the leg 
«ud the body: rub over with pepper and 
salt, and roast wkh a hot fire; baste ; 
with a cup of water and butter; dredge , 
flour or rolled cracker over, and baste 
almost continually for the last five min- 
utes; serve on toast. 


Yeal Cutlets—Curded. 


The cutlets may bp prepared by cut- 


ting them into bhapo, dipping them into 
the yolks of eres, and seasoning them 
with" fine bread crumbs, about four 
tablespoonfuls, two spoonfuls of curry 
powder, and one of salt; fry them in 
fresh butter; serve with curry sauce, j 
which may be made with equal parts of 
curry powder, flour and butter, worked 
well together into a paste; put it into 
the pan from which the cutlets have 
be?n removed, moisten with a cupful of 
water, in which cayenne »nd salt have 
been stirred; let it thicken, and serve 
very hot. 


Hashed Mutton. 


Cut the cold mutton into slices, as uni- 


form ia size as gossibls; flour them; 
pepper ?ni salt them: put them into a 
stewpan, with some gravy made of an 
onion stewed with" whole pepper and 
toasted bread, iu a pint of water, to 
which a little walnut ketchup has been 
added—this gravy should be stewed two 
hours before using—do not let the hash 
boil; when it is done, add a little thick- 
ening of butter, flour; and water, if re- 
quired, and serve up~v, ith the slices of 
toasted bread.

Mutton like Venisofi. 


'A. haunch or leg will be the most 


applicable. 
The joint should be huag 


as long as it can be with safety, and 
dressed exactly like a haunch of venison, 
and served with the same sauces; but to I 
make the taste more perfectly resemble 
that of venison, it should, after having 
been hung to the turn, be skinned, and 
laid in a pan with vinegar and water; 
two parts of thc'Jormei: to one of the 
latter, not enough to cover it; put in a 
fagot of herbs*, a clove of garlic, a 
spoonful of whole pepper, and a coiipla 
cf onions, cut in slices; let it soak three 
days; dry it well; hong it for a day, and 
roast as venisoa. It mav also be put 
Into a stewpan, with half a pint of 
pravy, and simmer four hours; serva 
with venison sauce. 


BISCUIT GLACE. 


Make a syrup with one cup of sugar 


and one-fourth cup of water nnd add 
half a cup of milk or creamv Beat the 
yolks of four eggs and add them vpry 
blowly to tho mixture, cook and stir 
over hot water until it coats the spoon. 
Turn into a bowl standing iu ice water 
and beat with an egg bc-ater until the 
mixture ih about the consistency of a 
sponpn cnke batter. Fold in carefully 
one pint of cream beaten to u froth and 
drained, put into small paper <>ases 
smooth tbe tops, sprinkle with powdered 
and sifted iuai-aroons and set in a tin 
pail with paper between tbu layeis of 
c.ii-es. Bind a strip of cotton cloth wet 
in hot sut't around the edge of the cover 
and pack the pail in eqn;il parts of salt 
nnd ice. Let it staad four hours bdfore 
serving. 


LOBSTEIIS POTTED. 


Take out the meat as whole as you 


can, split the tail, aud remove the gut; 
if the inside is uot watery add that, 
season with mace, nutmeg, whiti* pt-p- 
per, 
salt, and one or two cloves ia 1hs 


finest powder; put a little butter at the 
bottom of the pan, and the lobsters 
smooth over; bake it gently. Whoa done 
pour the whole on the bottom of the 
sieve, and with a fork lay the pieces into 
potting jurs, some of each sort, with the 
seasoning about it; when cold pour 
clarified butter over it. but if not, it will 
be good the day after it is done, nnd if 
seasoned high, and thickly covered with 
butter will keep some time. 
Potted 


lobsters may be used cold, of as fricassee 
with cream sauce. 


PARSNIP FRITTERS. 


Boil four or five parsnips: when ten- 


der, take off the skin and mnsh them 
fine, add to them'a teaspoonful of flour 
end a beaten ess; put a tablespoonful 
of lard or beef dripping in a frying pan 
over die fire, add to it a saltspoonful of 
salt; when boiiing hot, put in the pars- 
nips, make it in small cakes with a 
epoon; when one side is a delicate 
brown, turn the other; when both are 
done, take them on a dish, put a very 
little of the fnt ir. which they were fi-ied 
over, and serve hot. 
These resemble 


very nearly the tuste of the saHfy or 
oyster plant, and will generally be pre- 
ferred. 


SAUCE, BROWN. 


n pound or two of sttakg, two 


or three pounds of veal, sons* pickings 
of fowls, carrots and onions; put all 
these into a saucepan with a glass of 
water, and set it on a brisk fire; when 
scarcelv any moisture remains, put it on 
a slow" fire that the jelly may f.fce the 
color without burning; and as soon as 
it is brown, moisten it with stock or 
water; .add a hunch of green onions or 
parsley.'two cloves; salt it well, and sot 
it on the five for three hours, then strain 
in; boil it bait an hour over a gentle 
ftre; take off all the fat, and run it 
through a bolting-cloth, or fine sieve. 


CREAM SATJCB. 


Put into a stewpan a little batter, a 


little parsley, and a few green onions, 
all cut small; turn them a few times 
over the fire, then add some flour, nnd 
moisten with cream or milk; let tiie 
whole boil for a quarter of an hour; 
strain off the sanee, and when you want 
It for use, put in a littla .butter, Boroa 
parsley, just scalded and chopped fine, 
salt and whote pepper; then thicken the 
same over the fire; this may be used 
with all kinds of dishes that ara done 
white. 
BREAD SAUCE. 


Take crumbs of bread, soak them in 


milk, and put them over the fire with a 
•mall piece ot butter, a little salt, mace, 
two or three cloves, some whole pepper, 
nnd a very little chopped onion; stew it 
slowly rnti! the Dread is thoroughly 
boiled up with the milk; it should be 
perfectly smooth, atad of the consistency 
»f drawn batter; serve •with plain boiled 


COD SAUCE. 


Take a bunch of parsley, a small 


ttnioa, two cloves, some mushrooms, und 
t bit of butter; soak all together on tiie 
fire, adding a small teaspoonful of flour, 
nnd milk or cream sufficient to boil to 
the consistence cf n sauce, and add to 
it sonic chopped parsley first scalded. 


CAPER SAUCE FOR FISH. 


Take some molted butter, into which 


throw e smiill hit of glaze; and when 
the sauce in a state of readiness, 
throw into it some choice capers, salt and 
pepper, and a spoonful of essence of an- 
chovies. 


SALSIFY OH VEGETABLE 


OYSTER. 


The best way to cook it is to parboil 


It (after scraping off the outside), theo 
cut IB slices, dip it into a beaten egg, 
nnd line bread crumbs;, and fry it in 
lard. 
It is very good broiled, then' 


stewed a few minutes in milk, with .1 
little butter nnd salt 
Another way 


which is very good is to make a batter 
of wheat flour, milk arid eggs; cut the 
'salsify in thin slices {after having been 
boiled tender), put them into the battur 
with a little salt; drop thh wisture into 
hot fat. by the largo spoonful. Yn.en a 
light browa, they are cooked sufficiently. 


ASPARAGUS. 


Let the stalks bo lightly but well 


scraped, and as they are done, be thrown 
into cold water: when nil are finished, 
fasten them inio equal size bundles; put 
th"m into boiling water; throw in a 
handful of salt; boil until the end of 
the stclk becomes tender; it will be 
about half an hour; cut a round of 
bread, and toast it to a clear brown; 
moisten it with the water in which the 
asparagus was boilad, and arraugo the 
stalks with the white en-1, outward, A 
good m»lted butter must j.c-r-npany it 
to the table. 


SOUTHERN MODE OF LO.LLV.} 


RICE. 


Have tl»p water boiling 
Allow at 


least two quarts of water to a pint of 
rice; throw in a teaspoouful o£ salt; 
wash and pick clean and put in; let it 
boil twenty minutes, and if not then dry, 
turn off the water, and let it staad on 
the coals a few moments, with the lid 
off. 
The kernels will be white, and pre- 


ferred by many. 
Use iu the place of 


pudding, with a sweet sauce, or with 
meats as vegetable. Rico is better for 
being soakad two or three hours. 


CHICKEN OK POTTED HAM. 
Season some pieces of chicken with 


mace, cloves, and pepper, nnd bake for 
about two'hours in a close covered pan. 
with some-water, then pound them quite 
smali. After they are pounded, moisten 
with either melted butter or tha liquor 
that they are baked in. 
Take equal 


quantities of ground runce, cloves ar.d 
pepper, and put this with the chicken in 
alternate layers, in small earthen pots; 
press thens down tight, and cover them 
with lard. Ham is potted in the same 
way. 


POTATO BALLS. 


Mash 
soc-,0 
floury 
potatoes 
quite 


siuooUi, season with pepper and snlt, 
add fresfe butter until sufliciently mnjst, 
but not too much so; muko into balK 
roll them 
>'a vermicelli crumbled, 
or 


bread crumbs; in the Litter ca^o they 
may be brushed with the yolk of rgg; 
fry them a nice brown. Serve them on 
n napkin, or round a dish of mashed 
potatoes wl'idi baa not been moulded. 


GARLIC SATJCB. 


Take tuo eiores of garlic, nnd pound 


them with a fresh piece of butter about 
the yiae of a nutmeg; roll it through a 
double hair MCVC, aad stir it iuto half 
a piut of melted bultcrr or hecf gravy, 
or make it with garlic vinegar.

There has been no attempt 
to annul the law that fixes the work- 
day at eight hours, and no attempt is 
Jik-ely to be made or to succeed if made. 
This" is a. law requiring cities, as cor- 
porations to pay morefar labor thanlabor 
can be had for in the open market and 
must be unconstitutional if cities can- 
not require the same hours in its con- 
tracts that it is compelled by law to 
recognize when 
directly 
employing 


labor.

The playing of tha 
quartet was a revelation of finished 
harmony, appealing to the untrained 
ear with a force that suggested new 
worlds of beauty.

UNIONS PROTEST 


Do Not Want Abutment 


Contract Given to the 


Lowest Bidder 


WHITNEY BROTHERS 310 LOW 


And Will Probably Get Contract For 


Eagle Street Bridge Work, Union 


Men Visit Commissioner 


to Protest 


The labor union men of the city are 


raising the issue of union labor in city 
contract work, in connection with the 
buiWing of the Eagle street bridge 
abutments. The lowest bidder for the 
work was the firm of Whitney brothers 
and the contract will probably go to 
them. This morning a delegation from 
the brtklayers' union, of which Mr. 
Dobson was one, went to the office of 
the commissioner of public works to 
protest at letting "Whitney brothers 
have the contract. This firm has been 
declared "unfair" by the Central Lab- 
or union, and on that 
account the 


union men requested that the bid be 
rejected. 


The bids were as follows: Whitney 


brothers, ?4.99 a cubic yard Indudine 
labor and materials, wi*h $5.90 a cubic 
yard for the first two feet of extra ex- 
cavation and $6.50 a cubic yard for any 
further excess; H. C. Wood & Co., 
$8.40 a cubic yard, with $12 a cubic 
yard for extra excavation; Sheehan & 
Co. $10.85 a cubic yard, with $11.10 a 
cubic yard for extra excavation. 


Tho bid of H. C. Wood & Co. would 


make the job cost the city about $2600, 
while the bid of 
Whitney 
brothers 


would make it cost the city only about 
$1500. Union men say that Whitney 
brothers made this low bid simply for 
the purpose of taking the 
contract 


away- from the union firms, as a result 
of the recent "unfair" that was de- 
elsUred. 


The contract has not been let, but it 


probably will be let tomorrow or the 
following- day, to Whitney 
brothers. 


The delegation of union men that vis- 
ited Commissioner Temple was 
told 


that the contract 
was not iet and 


tKat Whitney brothers had an oppor- 
tunity to withdraw their bid if they 
found that any error had been made in 
estimating 
the work. No- promises 


were made, however. 


In connection with the bids, it is 


interstlng to note that the abutments 
for the Beaver bridges, which were 
built by H. C. Wood & Co. were done 
for $5.85 a cubic yard ,but the Eagle 
street abutments are to be laid in 
courses, so that they will be more ex- 
pensive. 


Labor union men are quite bitter in 


the matter and express the belief that 
the city should let its contracts 
to 


firms considered "fair" by the unions 
or at least specify the number of hours 
and rate of wages to be paid. 


Within the last few weeks labor men 


have consulted counsel in 'regard to 
this matter, 
having- asked 
Lawyer 


Mack, unofficially, for his opinion. He 
has given his opinion that it is legal 
for the cityl to insertinitsspecifications 
the number of • hours and amount of 
wages on which bids should be based 
and his opinion is that cities may, 
when it is deemed best for the interests 
of the city, exercise the same privilege 
allowed to every individual, of requir- 
ing certain provisions in regard to Its 
work. The opinion of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Knowlton he did not think had 
any bearing on this question o£ whether 
or not a city of its own volition could 
insert certain conditions in its con- 
tracts as to wages, hours of labor, otc. 
This has been the question at issue 
ever since North Adams became a city, 
as he understood it, the city authori- 
ties maintaining the attitude that they 
could not do it legally. 


The city solicitor has not been asked 


for an opinion on this question .al- 
though in reneflering an opinion some 
years ago on a question as to the rights 
of the council, he took a position that 
would indicate that he aid not hold the 
opinion that any requirements could be 
made which would . prevent anyone 
from bidding on public work.

Round Lake Wins Will Case 


The will of Rev. Dr. TVilliam Griffin, 


which has been in litigation for sev- 
eral jiears, has just been pronounced 
valid by a decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals of New York, handed down yes- 
terday_ 
The 
decision j-eversed the 


judgment of tha appellate division and 
also that of the surrogate of Albany 
county, both of which pronounced in- 
valid the residuary clause of the will 
which gave the bulk of the testator's 
estate to the Round Lake association 
for the support of the summer school. 


The decis.jn is an important one by 


reason of its Settlement of the novel 
legal questions involved which relate to 
the manner of disposing of estates for 
educational or charitable purposes by 
will, and also by reason of the large 
sum the Round Lake association will 
receive for the maintenance of its Sum 
mer school, 


Dr. Griffin died in 1S98, leaving no 


widow or children or descendants. He 
gave by his will legacies to certain o» 
his collateral relatives and also to rel- 
atives of his wife. But the bulk of his 
estate, estimated 
at from $50,000 
tc 


$60,000, he benueathed to the Round 
Lake assoociatlon—the principal to be 
invested by it and the Income applied 
to the support and maintenance of the 
school at Round Lake, known as the 
Round Lake Summci- institute. 


The probate of the will was contest- 


ed by certain of hts relatives upon the 
ground of thf incoippetenoy 
of 
the 


testator; but. after taking testimony, 
objec-tion to the probate of the will was 
withdrawn, but objections wore fllPd as 
to the validity of the residuary clause 
of the will, upon the ground that the 
bequest was not a gift to the Rouml 
Lake association, which would be valid 
but th'it it created a trust under which 
the association became a trustee and 
the institute a benefliciary which Would 
render the benuest 
invalid under thft

TEXAS OIL EXCITEMENT 


Dreams Inspired by the Flow of 


Beaumont Oil Wells. 


gOMPAHBS QUICKLY OEGAIflZED. 


fndniti'tal Havolntlon Looked For 


From Utilisation at the Oil as Fuel. 
In the Mecntime TI«ere I» Furious 
Speculation In Oil Share*—Capltul- 
ittn Appealed To. 


The oil craze, which has been pre- 


vailing in southeaatera Texas and 
southwestern 
Louisiana 
for 
some 


weeks, hns struck New Orleans, snys 
the New York Suii. Large numbers of 
oil shares are t>eing dealt in there, and 
oil kinds of projects relating to oil are 
being discussed. 
* 


There was quite a boom in Beaumont 


end the surrounding country there be- 
fore the oil craze struck It. The Texas 
city is a lumber town, the very center 
of the yellow pine district of Texas, 
and until two years ago It kne^y of 
nothing except lumber. 
But the lum- 


ber industry, while profitable, is not 
permanent, and Beaumont saw the 
day when, Its yellow pine being ex- 
hausted, It -would sink back to Insig- 
nificance. Two years ago the experi- 
ment was made of growing rice. It 
succ&ded, and a rice boom was start- 
ed. Lands which had been quoted at 
$2 an acre when the lumber was cut 
from them rose to $25. Tbe oil craze 
has now completely killed the rice 
boom. If the rice boom increased the 
price of the land tenfold, the oil craze 
has multiplied !t 40 times. It Is nov; 
everywhere held at $1,000 an acre nnd 
in some favored localities commands 
$23,000. Nor are these prices merely 
fancy ones, for tbe court records of 
Jefferson and Orange counties show 
many sales at these figures. 


Now that the country is shown to be 


full of oil the wonder is that it had 
not been discovered sooner. 
The ex- 


planation lies in the fact that the flat 
country of Louisiana and Texas, lying 
only a fe^- feet above the level of the 
gulf of Mexico, presents to miners and 
mineral experts the most uninviting 
field possible. One would scarcely dig 
for minerals in a swamp. 


Such discoveries as have been made 


were purely accidental.

ard Oil company, which has found it 
profitable, but gives no details of its 
operations. The fact that oil should not 
have been discovered before is the more 
remarkable because in all the other 
mining operations oil was encountered. 


All the time the existence of an oil 


pool in tbe gulf was known. 
Some 


eight or ten miles from the coast, im- 
mediately opposite the Louisiana-Tex- 
as boundary, a stream of oil rises from 
the bottom of the gulf and spreads over 
the surrounding waters, covering some 
square miles. Strange to say, no one 
ever seemed to see any significance In 
this pool. 


Occasionally shafts were sunk main- 


ly by way of experiracr.t, and the oil 
bas narrowly been missed. 
Some of 


the officers of the Texas and Pacific 
sank a well for oil !n what is now 
known as the oH district 20 years ago. 
They struck the oil, but only a pocket, 
and got a few hundred barrels. 
The 


enterprise cost some $10,000 and proved 
nearly a dead loss, and no one cared to 
repeat it. A few years ago, when the 
result of this experiment bad been for- 
gotten, a well was sunk very near the 
first Beaumont gushers. The pipe was 
sunk 1,000 feet aud found traces of oil. 
but it was linally abandoned. A few 
hundred feet more would have struck 
the big vein of oiL 


All tbese facts have only intensified 


the oil craze. "To think that we have 
bad a fortune nader our feet ail the 
time aud did not know it," Is tbe com- 
ment of the landowners of Texas and 
Louisiana. There had been organized 
ap to April 36 1]5 oil companies, with 
a total capital of $32,783.000. and they 
are being organized at the rate of ten 
a day. Besides there are the pipe lines, 
of which one witb 55000,000 capital 
bas already been organized and two 
each with $30.000,000 capital are pro- 
posed. One pipe line controlled by the 
Standard Oil company has already 
been constructed to Port Arthur. 


The craze is not confined to Beau- 


mont. 
Wolls are being sunk In Cal- 


casieu, Cnmeron, St. Laudy, Acadia, 
St. Martin's and Plaqucmine parish,- 
La., and Louisiana is turning out now 
companies at tbe rate of two a day, 
The wells are being sunk as fast as 
the necessary labor and appliances can 
be obtained. 


The practical work of oil mining Is 


as nothing compared with tbe specula- 
tion, which is curious and thoughtless, 
not only In Beaumont, but also in New 
Orleans, 
Galveston 
and 
Houston. 


Beaumont already bas an oil exchange. 
Tbe speculation in oil shares is so 
great !.D New Orleans tbat an oil ex- 
change will soon be started there, as 
s" the other speculation bas ceased. 
Already several of tbe leading stocks 
are quoted on the Stock Exchange and 
sell well. 
Everybody, clerk and cap- 


italist alike, is dabbling In the oil 
stocks, although none of them is listed, 
and very few persons know anything 
about the companies In which they 
own stock. 


Some of the companies have xveHs; 


Home ou-n land upon which they expect 
to find oil; some do not even own land, 
but expnct to buy. 
Others are mere 


wildcat schemes organized to take ad- 
vantage of the popular craze for oil 
stocks. Several companies were In tho 
field Kelllns shares when It was discov- 
ered that they had not even taken tho 


Its capitalists Suvlrod to "secure a con- 
U-C-1 of the oil output of the Beaumont 
district' that will make it a great man- 
ufacturing center. The'Indicatlons are- 
thai New Orleans capital will make 
the venture. Some of the largest cap- 
italists have gone heavily into Texas 
oils. 


Among the enterprises under way Is 


a pipe Hue from Beaumont to New Or- 
leans, with a capital of $10,000,000. It 
will supply the sugar house with oil 
for fuel instead of coal. The Oxnard 
aud Sprague plantation at Adeline has 
led off by abandoning coal and decid- 
ing to use Beaumont oil for fuel in tho 
future, and it will be followed by the 
other plantations. This will require no 
change in their furnaces. 
The oil is 


sprayed on the beyasso or dry cones 
nnd burned. Two barrels of oil worth 
from 50 cents to SO cents furnish the 
same combustion and heat as a ton of 
coaJ worth from §3.50 to $4. There Is 
no reason to doubt that the Louisiana 
sugar houses will adopt the new fuel. 


These are some of the dreams that 


New Orleans, southcru Louisiana and 
southeastern Texas are indulging in-— 
that the discovery of oil in this region 
is going to revolutionize it industrially. 
So far it is tnaiuly dream and specula- 
tion, but the gushers are there and are 
pouring out the oil by millions of bar- 
rels daily. The chief danger seems to 
be In the sinking of so many wells, 
the developing of so much country and 
the production of so much oil tbat 
there will be no market for it Even if 
all that is hoped for from the develop- 
ment of this field and the utilization of 
this oil for fuel is accomplished it will 
be years before the full result can be 
realized. 


ZOARITES TO START ANEW. 


Seventy Former Colonists S»Kn Com- 
pact to Settle In "Western Seclusion. 


The older members of the Zoarites, 


whose communistic colony at Zoar, O., 
was disrupted two years ago by the 
young people who refused to adhere to 
the principles of the cult, are moving 
to the west, taking up temporary quar- 
ters in a Minnesota town, says a 
Wheeling dispatch to the New York 
Evening Sun. Later they will select a 
permanent place and endeavor to car- 
ry out their ideas by drawing rnors 
rigorous rules for the government of 
their community. 


The Zoarites assert that their Ohio 


experiment was interfered with by the 
coming of the railroads. 
The young 


men and the young women were per- 
mitted to aiingle with young folks of 
the villages around the colony's prop- 
erty, and by and by there were a few- 
marriages. 
The dissatisfaction in the 


colony increased until it culminated 
in the dissolution of the old compact. 
The division of the proceeds gave each 
of the Zoarites about $5,000. 


Of the 130 members, or Iwjads of fam- 


ilies, 70 will take the new oath and be- 
come parties to the western scheme. 
Children under the new regime will 
be kept witbiti the colony inelosnres, 
and when they are of age they, too, 
must take tbe oath of lifelong fealty. 
If they refuse, they will be turned out

Beecher from his boyhood to his death, 
reciting many new facts in his his- 
tory and investing the known ontes 
with ne%v interest. He devoted much 
time to his address in Englantd during 
the civil war, and spoke o£ .his Yale 
lectures. HO said 
that Mr. Beecher 


loved men, and developed a theology 
that allowed him to love God. He used 
t put fire in his sermons, and was 
saved from the need of putting his 
s-armons in the fire. While some smote 
with scimiters, Beecher swung a bat- 
tle ax as lightly. He was an Anglo- 
American who combined in himself 
the qualities of both races. 
A refer- 


eri^e was made to the Beecher-Tiiton 
episode, from which the speaker said 
the great preacher came out pure and 
triumphant. The lecturer closed with 
an eloquent tribute to Mr. Beecher's 
fame as^a preacher and citizen, the 
memory of whoae life and usefulness 
would never die."

tion was formed and incorporated. Its 
capital stock was ?20,000 divided into 
SOO shares.
